TKe sudden death of Dr. Henry "W. 


Abraham came as a distinct shock to the 
city of Appleton and the entire commun- 
ity. 
Probably few. if any, professional 


or public men were held in higher esteem 
or had a wider acquaintance than did Dr. 
Abraham. 


Excepting short periods during his 


medical college training and time de- 
voted to extensive travel, his entire life 
from young manhood was spent in Apple- 
ton, where his sudden passing leaves a 
vacancy which our city can ill afford, 


Dr. Abraham's career was one of a 


humble beginning. In his earlier days he 
taught school. 
He worked his way 


through Lawrence College where he 
graduated with high honors- 
His later 


graduation in 1898 from the Rush Medi- 
cal College was also accompanied with 
high honors. He was a devoted and un- 
tiring student of his chosen life's work— 
medical science. 


His prominence in the state of Wiscon- 


sin as a leader in his profession is best, at- 
tested by the fact that the State Medical 
Society last year elected him to the presi- 
dency of their organization, a position 
Mdrich he held at the time of his death. 
For twelve years he was a member of the 
State Board of Medical Examiners, being 
one of its oldest members. 


During the late war. the work of Dr. 


Abraham stood out prominently. His 
free and unselfish contribution of service 
and time during those perilous days did 
much to keep Appleton and Outagamie 
County in the front ranks in its war 
achievements. 


His death comes as a personal loss to 


thousands in whose homes his professional 
counsel and tender care built for him an 
extensive olientel. 
His loss is one that 


can be distinctly felt throughout the en- 
tire community. 


SENATOR HARDING'S VIEWS.

Our trade relations extend to the 
ends of the earth, and trouble in the Bal- 
kans affects the value of our securities at 
home. The war has disturbed everything. 
and disrupted much. "Civilization," as> 
Senator Harding said, "was never so sore- 
ly tried." 
"There must.", as he said 


again, "be reconstruction:'—reconstruc- 
tion of civilization. The only safe and 
wise view today, is the broad view. We 
are, 
as has been said, dealing, not with 


countries, but continents. No one expects 
the impossible from the new administra- 
tion, which caij.count on the cordial sup- 
port of all the people in dealing with the 
perplexing problems that it must face.

THE BEGINNING OF TUBEUCI7LOS1S 


How does tuberculosis of the lungs manifest itself 


in the incipient stage or beginning? With pain In 
the chest, cough, fever, loss of weight? Not aa a, 
rule. The onset of this very common disease is 
•wayward in that respect. Like insanity, it is much 
more likely to develop in the case of an individual 
who does NOT fear or suspect he has it; or putting 
it in the other way, tuberculosis, like insanity, rare- 
ly happens to him who fears he ia developing it. 


There are several characteristic modes of onset 


of tuberculosis which are familiar to physicians 
with an intelligent clientele. By intelligent clientele 
I mean patients with sense enbugh to consult the 
doctor in the beginning of health impairment in- 
stead of waiting until they feel convinced they are 
going to be disabled or die. Fifty or more years ago 
precious few patients had that much intelligence; 
it was the custom to call in the doctor only when 
the illness became serious'enough to frighten every- 
body—and fifty years ago "consumption," was prop- 
erly deemed a pretty hopeless condition. Today as 
many as 25 per cent of the laity have enough sense 
to seek medical counsel immediately when health 
becomes impaired; and today tuberculosis is one of 
the most curable of all chronic diseases—curable by 
intelligent treatment and care, not by any specific.

evidence of tuberculosis. He can discover that evi- 
dence only by esaming the naked chest repeatedly. 
But a careful physician does not pretend to examine 
the chest through the clothing. 


A second familiar mode of onset of tuberculosis 


is with an attack of what seems to be simply pleur- 
isy, usually dry pleurisy. Indeed, the occurrence 
of pleurisy is always suggestive of beginning tuber- 
culosis, though rather more than half of all such 
cases prove to be of non-tuberculosis 
character. 


One who has lately had an attack of pleurisy should 
certainly have a careful chest examination as a mat- 
ter of safety first. 


A third mode of onset is with spitting of blood 


or bleeding from the lungs. 
Of course, there are 


numerous other causes than tuberculosis lor spit- 
Ling up small amounts of blood, especially in chil- 
dren; but a sudden coughing up of blood in any case 
warrants careful investigation of the condition of 
lha lungs. 
Dyspepsia, ro-called. of a persistant or obstinate 


type, especially in children or youths who are ane- 
mic. 
frail«and below the average in growth and de- 


velopment, strongly suggests beginning pulmonary 
tuberculosis, even though no chest or lung symp- 
toms or cough bo noticed.

In this petition it is stated that 
a work day for women and minors of 
not more than eight hours and not 
more than forty-four hours per week 
is a social requirement and is neces- 
sary to protect the' life, health, safety 
and welfare of women and minor em- 
ployes. It is also stated that the. mini- 
mum wage for women and minors 
heretofore 
established- is insufficient 


to afford a proper living. 


Under the saiutes it is the duty of 


the industrial commission to deter- 
mine the limitations of the hours of 
labor 
of women and minors which 


are in accord with the requirements ot 
life, health, safety 
and welfare. Un- 


der the authority of this statute the 
industrial commission in 1917 issued 
orders prohibiting 
night work for 


women and minors in manufactories

hours per day and forty-eight hours 
per week.
